AKLEY, Kansas.-—— 
When residents of 
this little plains 
} town espy George F. 
Y Sternberg’s Ford 
“truck heading out 
the Scott City road 
with hammer, pick- 
ax and chisel clat- 
tering on the floor, 
they are wont to re- 
mark, without in- 
tent of facetiousness, that the ‘“‘Professor’’ 
ie going fishing and that this time they 
hope he'll get a shark. That the ‘Profes- 
sor’s’’ tackle should comprise implements 
better adapted to digging a pool than to 
angling finny occupants therefrom is not a 
matter of surprise. Oakley, perched high 
and dry on the prairies, just east of the Col- 
orado border, has its own ideas of fish and 
fishing technique, and even if there Isn't 
a waterhole within 26 miles, one will search 
far ere one finds a community so much iIn- 
tereated in either, or so responsive to the 
prowess of its mightiest fisherman. 

But it may be just as well to explain that 
the fish which made Oakley famous are 
somewhat different from those dragged to 
land in more moist localities. They are not 
fresh. Not such a vast difference there, per- 
haps, but there {s still another difference: 
Oakley's fish have been dead, according to 
the most ‘conservative estimates, for at 
least 3,000,000 years. In the blazing chalk 
cliffs of the Smoky Hill River valley repose 
their bones, untouched by water in 30,000 
centuries. Above, below and around them 
there is only rock. That is why George 
Sternberg, the State's most celebrated fossil 
hunter, goes “fishing’’ with a pickax. 

How those benighted marine monsters 
of the past, who were so fond of moisture, 
ever came to select Kansas as a burial place 
ix a question to engage grave thought and 
meditation on the part of all rational pres- 
ent-day fishes. Hardly can it be regarded 
as other than a tragic mistake. In terrible 
graphic details has been demonstrated the 
fall of the mighty. However, due allow- 
ances must be made for the short-sighted- 
ness betrayed by fish of the remote Mesozo- 
ic era. How were they to know that Kansas 
was going dry? They doubtless had no 
voice in the matter and were caught entirely 
unprepared. But whether or not they could 
foresee the approaching drouth, it suffices 
for the purposes of this article to state that 
Kansas was once wet. Very wet indeed! 
What now comprises the famous Niobrara 
chalk bed was once the bottom of an 
ocean. ... 


T I8 to this region, then, that the pale- 
] ontologist repairs to find the story of an 

age that closed 8,000,000 years ago. It 
is here that George F. Sternberg goes fish- 
ing with his pickax and it is from these bar- 
ren fields that he has gathered in the last 
two years some of the most famous marine 
fossils known to science. There was the 
unusual find of a fossil fish within the rib 
cavity of another greater fose!l fish. Both, 
mounted as they were found, were sent 
about two months ago to the National Mu- 
seum of the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington. The larger measured 12 feet 
In length and may have come to an untimely 
death through indigestion, for the victim 
it had swallowed was a huge morse! no 
less than a third of the swallower’s own 
length. 

In the same locality Sternberg found the 
fossilised remains of another marine mon- 
ster of the same species—the portheus— 
and even greater in sise. It was 13 1-2 feet 
long, and when mounted was purchased by 
the consolidated schools of Oakley for the 
school museum. Suspended there upon the 
wall in a huge plaster cast, it has been for 
several months the town’s most command- 
ing exhibit, and visitors have come for hun- 
Greds of miles to see it. The townspeople 
take pride in relating that it cost them $900

Several fine spect- 
mens, including the skeleton of an enor- 
mous sea turtle, have been shipped to the 
Smithsonian Institution. The American 
Museum of Natural History in New York 
and the Field Museum of Chicago have their 
quota of prehistoric Kansas creatures, and 
some have even found their way to British 
and German inatitutions. 


as the Cretaceous, when great land and 

marine reptiles flourished over the earth, 
and even the most archaic mammals had not 
yet appeared, the greater part of Kansas was 
at the bottom of an enormous inland sea, 
which reached from the Gulf of Mexico to 
the Arctic Ocean. At ite widest point {it ex- 
tended from what is now Western Iowa to 
Kastern Idaho and covered all of the Da- 
kotas, Wyoming, Colorado and Nebraska; 
the greater parts of Texas, New Mexico. 
Montana, Utah and a small section of Okla- 
homa. The anclent Ozark Highland formed 
its boundary on the east and the young 
Rocky Mountains, then rising in the west, 
separated it from the Pacific. For thou- 
sands, and perhaps millions, of years ita wa- 
ters teemed with the tife of the deep. Fishes 
great and small, some of them representing 
species now extinct, flourished in countlesa 
numbers, preying upon each other and being 
preyed upon by giant sea reptiles now 
known only by their bones. 

There was the formidable shark with his 
prodigious battery of razor teeth, and the 
portheus, a gigantic type attaining a length 
of 12 to 15 feet and resembling the tarpon 
of today. Giant clams five feet across slum- 
bered in the ooze of the bottom and gar- 
gantuan sea turtles, six feet from tip to tip, 
floundered in the sandy shoals. Along with

these there flourished that race of marine. 


reptiles known as mosasaurs, which included 
the great tylosaur, a 36-foot monster with 
jawe and teeth like a crocodile, but made 
more fiexible by a hinge, or joint, that per- 
mitted wider opening of the mouth for en- 
gulfing large victims. The long-necked 
plesiosaur paddied through the wives, 
thrusting high its head like a monstrous 
snake and sending the wingless reptilian 
birds diving out of sight in panic. Had 
there been human navigators in those days 
they doubtless would have witnessed some 
terrifying sights, what with the huge fishb- 
Hzard, ichthyosaurus, snapping its jaws upon 
its luckless quarry. 
and the great batlike 
pterodactylsa with 
wing spread of 26 feet 
soaring above. Tru- 
ly, it was a world of 
weird monstrosities. 

But, like other 
geologic ages of the 
past, with their com- 
plements of fantas- 
tic life forms, the 
Cretaceous had to 
end and leave to its 
rocke the responsi- 
bility of telling its 
story. Through mil- 
lions of years its 
creatures had lived 
and died and left 
their bones to be- 
come imbedded in 
the sediment of the 
sea bottom.

the forelimb, or paddle, of a plestosaur, one 
of the rarest of all reptiles found in the 
tegion. Deeply cut into the bone can still 
be seen the teeth marks of some other mon- 
ster, a reminder of some dramatic death 
struggle of antiquity. Sternberg believes 
that the three-foot paddle may have been 
torn from its owner's body by one of the 
great carniverous mosasaurs, which were 
the terrors of the seas in Cretaceous times. 

Indeed, the akull of one member of that 
great reptilian line was there to speak for 
itself as an object of terror. The lower jaw 
alone was 21 inches long and equipped with 
powerful curved teeth like a colossal rip- 
saw. Joints, or hinges, in the jaw, render- 
ing it flexible, like a snake’s, enabled the 
creature to swallow victims larger than its 
own head. This Individual, the platecarpus, 
is believed to have been about 16 feet long, 
but another species of the same family, the 
tylosaur, attained a length of 85 feet or 
more. A skull of the larger species found 
by Sternberg is now to Se seen in a bank 
at Greenfield, Kansas, and complete skele- 
tons have been supplied to various museums. 


various times as staff fossil col- 

lector for the National, the Amer- 
ican and the Field museums, he now 
works on an independent basis, financing 
his own operations and marketing his 
apecimens wherever the demand for them 
is greatest. Usually, he is not long in 
finding a sale when the specimen has been 
dug out of the chalk, assembled and 
mounted. These operations compose by no 
means an easy task and the life of a fossil 
hunter is anything but a bed of roses. Dig- 
ging and chiseling in a rock cliff, with the 
Kansas sun beating down upon one’s back, 
is labor of the most heart-breaking and 
back-breaking sort, and yet it requires the 
skill of an expert hand to bring the fossil 
out unbroken. Often the remains are found 
in a shapeless pile or scattered over an area 
of half an acre. It is then necessary to collect 
the bones individually and put them. to- 


. LTHOUGH Sternberg has served at 


gether to form the perfect whole. Sometimes 


pieces are entirely missing and the collector 
is forced to substitute parts from other in- 
dividuals. This very thing happened in the 
case of the thirteen-and-one-half-foot fish 
which is now in the Oakley Museum. When 
the skeleton was found the tall was missing 
from an otherwise perfect specimen. Forty 
miles away from the scene, however, Stern- 
berg found part of the skeleton of another 
fish of about the same sise. It happened 
that the tall of this individual was well pre- 
served and fitted the first skeleton so per- 
fectly that even expert paleontologists were 
unable to detect the substitution. 
Sternberg holds no university degrees, but 
his long experience 
in the fosell fields 
has made him a 
widely known au- 
thority on prehis- 
foric life. For 29 
of his 43 years he 
has been a fossil 
hunter. He was 
literally born and 
brought up in the 


profession. His fa- 
ther, Charles H. 
Sternberg, scoured 


those Kansas fields 
as early as 1876, 
and still, at the age 
of BO, is gathering 
archaic bones from 
the tar sands of Cal-

ther keep bachelors’ hall in an 

old school building [In Oakley, and 
it is here the fossil hunter wmain- 
tains his workshop. The writer of this 
article found him there recently chiseling 
from a slab of rock the remains of a gi- 
gantic Cretaceous reptile. About the room 
were other specimens in various atages of 
mounting, and on the wall, along with scores 
of other objects of scientific interest, hung @ 
slab, eight by four and a half feet, on which 
could be counted 240 fossilized crinoids. It 
is one of the bes crinoid finds in existence. 


It is in the chalk beds themselves, how- 
ever, that the visitor finds his most absorb- 
ing field of curiosities. The country for 
miles around is dotted with the ruine of 
‘‘soddy”’ shanties, which remain to mark the 
spots where homesteaders of the old days 
tried to make a go of it on the alkali soil 
and eventually ‘‘burned out.” 


Laboriously one climbs up the precipitous 
sides of the Pyramids, white pillars of chalk. 
His first reaction is one of surprise that he 
can look so far and see so little. Then, one 
by one, the features that lend fascination to 
the desert country begin to appear. 


The blue haze that seems to hang eternal- 
ly along the river valley lends an enchanting 
hue to the landscape beyond. Jack rabbits 
are seen loping leisurely across the plains, 
and owls saunter about the doors of count- 
less prairie-dog burrows. Beyond the pral- 
rie-dog village and across the river the mi- 
rage is visible when the wind {s not too high. 
Now one sees a lake, with islands and inlets 
and promontories jutting out. It flickers for 
a moment and vanishes, and only the chalky 
plains are left, blazing in the sunshine. It 
is hard to imagine that an ocean teeming 
with fish and reptiles once rolled over those 
dry prairies. 


UT it did. Kansas unmistakably was 
Boe wet. The fishes and the rep 

tiles were there. Their bones tell 
the story. All the way from the Pyra- 
mids to ‘“Jerusalem,’’ another cliff sec- 
tion, otherwise known as the Bad Lands, 
the fossils are to be found at every 
step. One finds right and left the frag- 
ments of bone eroded from the rock and 
here and there fin or tail protruding from 
its natural mausoleum. Sharks’ teeth are 
picked up occasionally and the fossilised 


Coon ie the younger and his fa- 


shells of giant clams are abundant. Most: 


of these, however, are badly shattered and 
can be recovered only in pieces. Only about 
one fossil in ten can be preserved, Sternberg 
explains, because of the damage resulting 
from erosion. The best fossils are those 
found with only a small surface exposed. 
Finding one of these that appears promising, 
the hunter chisels away the rock from the 
upper side, exposing the entire skeleton. 
Then he covers it with plaster, and whes 
the form has ‘‘set’ so as to support tie 
specimen, he tunnels unuerneath end hauls 
away the slab. In this way the under sum 
face of the fossil ia the one left exposed to 
view when the mounting is complete. 


The hours of work are long and tiresome 
for the fossil hunter. He has many disap 
pointments and his financial reward is not 
impressive. The price he gets for his dis- 
coveries scarcely pays for the heavy labor, 
to say nothing of the knowledge and skill re 
quired {hn mounting the specimen. But once 
bitten by the bug, the fossil hunter remains 
a foasi] hunter always. There is in his pro 
fession a fascination that he cannot escape. 
That, perhaps more than any other, is ‘n°

ACK Jn 1919, when 
everyone still be- 
lieved in Santa 
Claus, Nina Wiicox 
Putnam got mar- 
ried. She marrieda 
gentleman named 
Robert J. Sander- 
son, and ashe an- 
nounced that al- 
though married they 
were going to be 
happy. As they were going to spend thelr 
married life away from one another, except 
for occasional week-ends, the optimistic, 
too, thought they would be happy, while the 
pessimistic thought they wouldn't. It Is 
rumored the pessimistic were pessimistic be- 
cause the pessimistic would like to have en- 
joyed marriage the same way and couldn't. 

Anyhow, people were quite Interested be- 
cause almost everybody who could read, and 
a lot who couldn't, knew who Nina Wilcox 
Putnam was. They knew she was a novelist 
and magazine writer, and many a time they 
had started one of her stories in the Satur- 
day Evening Post, only to turn over to 
where it was continued and run into a Camp- 
bell's tomato soup advertisement and start 
reading it before they noticed thelr mistake. 

It was pretty well understood that Miss 
Putnam was a feminist, too, thouxh most 
persons weren't sure just what that was and 
the real philosophera didn't know at all. 

But as long as Miss Putnam wanted to 
get married no one said anything about it, 
for after all it was her own business. 60 
the world kindly kept its mouth closed and’ 
eagerly read everything that Miss Putnam 
said and her husband didn't say. and a 
lot of other people said, “That is just like 
one of those writers to go and get married 
and then not live with her husband.” 


This wasn't Miss Putnam's first marriage 
and so Miss Putnam wasn't really Miss Put- 
nam but Mrs. Putnam. Her first husband 
had been Robert Faulkner Putnam, of the 
well-known publishing firm, but he had died 
The authoress had mar- 
ried him when she was 18. 


ELL, when Miss Putnam and Mr. 
W Sanderson got married they spent 

a few days’ honeymoon in a New 
York hotel. There they were interviewed 
and there Miss Putnam declared her ideas of 
an ideal marriage. 

Miss Putnam said that these old-time mar- 
riages which had been so popular for sev- 
eral thousand years were entirely out of the 
question as far assshe was concerned. For, 
said ahe, she was certain her husband didn't 
marry her because he needed a housekeeper 
and she certainly didn't marry him because 
she needed a janitor or somebody to keep 
the furnace of her Connecticut home run- 
ning. Mr. Sanderson agreed and, of course, 
there was nothing else he could do. 


Then, said Miss Putnam, if they didn't 
see each other but once in a while the bloom 
and romance of their marriage would remain 
as fresh and untouched by the rude hands 
of all that is mundane as the flowers that 
bloom in the spring.

That decision, she ex- 
plained, was merely an economic considera- 
tion; “‘Putnam’’ was her selling name and 
she couldn't waste time and money fooling 
around a couple of years making Sanderson 
a good fiction-selling cognomen. 

It seems she was quite right in that for 
she might have sent some magazine editor 
who didn't read the newspapers her next

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O MANY the last 
remembrance of 
Joseph Pennell will 


remain that of a tall 
wiry old man, rust- 
ily clad, his long 
ei thin legs hooked to 
—— a torso hunched 
over at the shoul- 
ders; an old man, 
with long thin gray 
mustachios and a 
dab of scraggly Van Dyke on his chin; an 
od mau who stared violently and raged 
against modern America. Joseph Pennell, 
artist and author, was born a Quaker and 
spent his life in argumentative combat. 

He loved and detested America—detested 
it for what he hailed as its all-absorbing 


worship of money, detested it because he 
f believed it had no appreciation of art and 
didn't care to have any. In his last years 
he owned two great hates: prohibition and 
American billboards. And when he died, in 
Brooklyn, four weeks ago, at the age of 65, 
he Was just as pugnacious, just as opinion- 
kted, just as prejudiced as when he quit the 
coal business at the age of 18. 

Pennell was born in Philadelphia on the 
Fourth of July of the year; he believed, 
1860.

Pennell, like most Quaker boys, attended 
a Friends’ school. He graduated from it at 
16, shortly after he had made his first draw- 
ing that attracted notice. 
comment it extracted. Acclaim from the 
braver of his school fellows; the weaker it 
instilled with fear of the dire consequences 
it might cause; the teachers and the grown- 
ups were not so well pleased; and one pious 
Friend in particular was aggrieved. The 
work was done in typical..Pennell fashion.

Ee was being painted. During school 
recess Joseph, watched by the _ entire 
school, climbed to the top of the porch, 
and, with the brown and only paint at 
his disposal, did a full-length portrait 
of an eminent Friend, a man who was 
an overseer of the meetings and a mem- 
ber of the School Committee and whom, says 
Pennell, all the little Friends hated. So 
Pennell did his likeness in ‘‘broad brim and 
shad-belly’’ and when the bell rang announc- 
ing recess was over, and Joseph climbed 
down, he found at the bottom of the ladder 
the subject of his portrait. For it seems this 
eminent Friend happened to be sitting in his 
garden across the street while the artist 
worked, and his attention fell on his like- 
ness slowly appearing on the sacred meet- 
ing house building. 

Not only was Joseph met at the bottom of 
the ladder by the eminent Friend but by 
the entire faculty of the school] as well, 80 
it ig presumed the hated overseer put up a 
quick and strong cry. An immediate gath- 
ering of the School Committee and _ the 
Meeting House Overseers was held, but as 
the new artist was about to graduate it was 
decided not to expel him but to give him 
a lecture before the whole school, which was 
duly done, and to send him a bill for re- 
moving his masterpiece. 

But despite the bill for removing the por- 
trait and despite the. work done in that ef- 
fort, Pennell proudly relates that “for years 
the ghost of a portrait still remained on the 
wails and was pointed out, I understand, as 
my work.’ That, saye the artist, was his 
first and last attempt at mural painting and 
church decoration. 

School finished, Pennell got a job with a 
coal company but studied art at night. Then, 
much to his parents’ disgust, he gave up the 
coal business and put all his time to draw- 
ing and the studying of it. He was a hard 
and diligent worker; in six years’ time be 
improved mightily. He did scenes of Phila- 
deiphia and nearby cities, and among this 
work was his first etching. 

He was not an immediate success; he of- 
fered much to editors and little was taken. 
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Elizabeth Robins and before long they were 
in England and settled in London. They 
lived in Adelphi Terrace, with Sir James 
Barrie under them and George Bernard 
Shaw next door. And, speaking of Shaw in 
his autobiography, Pennell curtly disposes 
of the dramatist as a gentleman of no im- 
portance. 
These London days began a long Eu- 
ropean residence 
for the Pennells. 
They went to 
France, Italy, Rus- 
sia, but London 
was always their 
home. Pennell 
did his cathedrals, 
which contributed 
largely to his rep- 
utation. And in 
London he met the 
one man in his life 
who won his com- 
plete admiration, 
James McNeill 
Whistler, another 
American who 
preferred to live 
in England. 
And‘as Whistler 
was pugnacious, 
s0 was Pennell; 
like Whistler, he 
was acid; like 
Whistler, he deliv- 
ered himself of his 
opinions and cared 


— 


But he did get some things into the Cen- 
tury and Harper's. And in 1882, when he 
was 22 years old, he was commissioned by 
the Century to go to New Orleans and iI- 
lustrate a history of Louisiana which was to 
be written by G. W. Cable. 


HIS waa his first opportunity to 
catch the spirit of a land new to 
him. For New Orleans in 1882 

was to Pennell a part of France, most 


of his scenes being those of the French 
quarter in that city. They were mostly 
done in pen and ink, though many of 
them were wash drawings. And many 
believe that these New Orleans pen and inks 
were the loveliest things Pennel! ever did, 
pmong those who so believe being Frederick 
Carpenter, the St. Louis painter and critic. 
who finds in the New Orleans pen and inks 
Pennell’s most delicate and charming work. 

There was nothing eventful in the New 
Orleans journey. But it led to something 
that was of rare importance to Pennell. On 
his return from the South the Century sent 
him to Italy to illustrate some articles on 
Tuscany by William Dean Howells. 

He found Italy delightful and inspiring. 
And. as usual, he found something to fixht 
about. For it seems to have been quite im- 
possible for Pennell to find something which 
pleased his exaggerated fancy without im- 


mediately comparing it to something horri- 


ble some place else, and. if possible, that 


some piace elae-—America 
So, ir Italy, he found food that suited his

fancy. And probably didn't digest it be- 
cause he was furious that American food 
couldn't come anywhere near it. So, in 
his autobiography, in one chapter on Tus- 
cany, he twice veers away from his subject 
to attack angrily America’s cuisine, or the 
lack of it. Says Pennell in his first out- 
burst: 

“Under prohibition we can't dine decently. 
But most new Americans have never dined 
or done anything decently. These hill 
people were grim and silent. The inn re- 
minded me of the English country ‘pubs,’ 
the moat miserable in the world, till now 
that America has gone dry, with only cefe- 
als, cold storage, chewing cum and candy to 
live on, the new American ‘eats’—the new 
American word.’ 

And a few paragraphs later: 


re HAT was the first real Italian 
dinner I ever had — vermouth 
and pasticcio and capretto ar- 


rosto con piselli and finnochio and dolcl 
of zabione and sempre chianti. But why 
tell it to a nation a hundred million 
of whom never had a decent dinner in 
their lives, and have destroyed by cold 
atorage and prohibition what they had, and 
can't stand anyone else living decently, and 
who say, like the Senator from Georgia, 
‘Thank Gawd, we don't eat like Yu- 
rope-ens.’ " 

Pennell's work with Howells finished, he 
journeyed throagh England and Scotland, 
then returned to Philadelphia. He married 
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not where his 
acid spattered or 
whomsoever 
it burned. Whistler was an egotist, like- 
wise was Pennell; his last book, his auto- 
biography, ‘‘The Adventures of an Illus- 
trator,’’ is fairly sprinkled with egotism. 

In Pennell's eyes Whistler was the Master, 
the greatest man he ever met. When he lec- 
tured on etching, some place in the air there 
always hovered the overtone that Whistler 
had etched this or etched that; why should 
anyone else do it? Pennell and his wife 
wrote ‘‘The Life of Whistler.’ that eccen- 
tric genius’ authorized biography, and ‘‘The 
Whistler Journal.’’ 


HEN the World War came, Pen- 
W nell got permission from the 

British authorities to do  litho- 
graphs of war industries. Then he went 
to France and was told he might go to the 
front. But he was disgusted with war and 
saw so much of its carnage in Paris that he 
turned on his heel and returned to England. 
Only to go back to France, go to the front, 
and to do bis work. 

Then, feeling that his place was at home, 
he returned to America, and his series of 
war lithographs was completed here. His 
work on shipyard, munition plant, steel pro- 
duction scenes in this country added greatly 
to his reputation. These lithographs were 
the last phase of his life’s work. 

In October, 1919, Pennell came to St. 
Louls at the invitation of the Post-Dispatch 
and made several lithographs and etchings 
of St. Louis scenes: the Eads Bridge, Christ 
Church Cathedral, the railroad yards, several

river scenes. And he talked, as he loved tu 
do, with equal vigor of those things he 
didn’t like and of those that pleased 
his fancy. 


his fates and steadfast in his loves. 

The following paragraph appeared in 
his autobiography, which was published a 
few months before his death: 

“Though many of the men and women 
with whom I have adventured have already 
been called great in their various ways, and 
most of them will be remembered, it war 
my good fortune and good sense that, from 
the very beginning, I was able to appreciate 
Whistler's work and to recognize, years be- 
fore I got to know him and came to love 
him, that he was a great man, the greatest 
I have known, the greatest artist of his day. 
His fame is sure, his place is fixed for all 
time. It is only in his own country and 
among his artless successors in this mid- 
Victorian Main Street land, through the 
envy and jealousy of the little Babbitts, 
mostly blustering bellowing Middle-west 
bores, who lord over the old maids in pants 
and petticoats, busy running our art to up- 
lift ft for its moral good and their cash 
profit, that Whistler is not acknowledged to 
be America’s greatest artist. But no prophet 
is without honor save in his own land, and 
most of those we think prophets are for- 
eigners, fakes, fools. America and Ameri- 
can art and literature are in the same blind 
alley, run by the same business men, where 
England was in the mid-Victorian Age, only 
we are worse—we are dry, too, and there 
can be no art in a dry desert of a Bryanized 
land.”’ 


Zz O THE end he remained steadfast in 


to a request from the student editor 
of the Daily Princetonian of Prince- 
ton University, Pennell said, in part: 


“I have known many Princeton men, and 
I have been compelled to listen to their 
endless praise of their alma mater—but I 
never have listened to such hypocrisy as 
that which they utter, for a man who will 
talk about the glories of his university which 
are unseen, when, before the name Prince- 
ton Junction strikes your eye, you find 
yourself in an amphitheater of billboards 
telling you Princeton people what you shalt 
chew, smoke, drink, wear and the eats that 
are to be supplied unto you in your college 
cafeteria, and even how you are to be saved 
is stated—though I think that board has 
fallen down. 

“You may have all the schools of art, 
history, archeology and morals in your 
midst, but so long as your approach is a foul 
mess of billboards and you do not see them 
—you and your college are a joke to the 
rest of the world, but you are too blind to 
see it—and if you did see it, too great cow- 
arda to remove it." 

What place Pennell will take as an artist 
is a matter for the art critics to decide. But 
undoubtedly he was a great connecting link 
between the artist and the layman; he was 
known to countless persons who knew little 
of art. And assuredly he did do something 
to advance the appreciation of artists and 


their work.

Laurie Dickson, a young Englishman who 
five years before had come from his native 
land to study electrical science at its foun- 
tainhead. : 

As in the case of other Edison young men, 
Mr. Dickson had been intrusted with the de- 
velopment of certain of the master inven- 
tor’s ideas. One, for instance, was to work 
out an idea for the separation of metallic 
ores by a magnet; another was a scheme for 
putting eyes on the phonograph. 

Mr. Diekson on this particular October 
morning was not only much excited but ex- 
ultant. He led his master to Room V of 
the building—a mysterious chamber to all 
others in the laboratory, always locked and 
with only two keys, one for Edison, the 
other for Dickson. 

Inside was a black wooden box, perhaps 
the height of a modern filing cabinet. Near 
the top was a peephole, and Dickson, still 
more excited, asked Edison to apply his eye 
to this orifice. Inside there was the sput- 
ter of an arc light, the whir of machinery, 
and then there appeared in vision an illumi- 
nated strip of celluloid containing many 
photographs. The strip began to move, the 
photographs became alive. The figure of 
Dickson himself was developed, and it was 
walking, smilingly, hat in hand, approach- 
ing as if to extend a greeting. 

At the same time from the interior of the 
box came the phonographic reproduction of 
Dickson's voice, saying: 7 ' 

“Good morning, Mr. Edison. Giad to see 
you back. I hope you are satisfied with 
the kineto-phonograph.”’ 
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epochal demonstration. It marked offi- 

cially the birth of the motion picture. 
From that beginning, in less than 37 years it 
has grown to be the fourth industry in the 
United States, with an invested capital of 
$1,600,000,000, employing 500,000 persons 
in production, distribution and exhibition, 
with 60,000,000 persons making up its 
weekly audiences. 

The total investment throughout the 

world is estimated at well over two billion 
dollars, the total number of employes near 
the million mark, and its audiences weekly 
in every civilized and many of the uncivil- 
ised lands, at more than 100,000,000. It 
has grown like the mushroom, but with the 
sturdiness of the oak. The screen has never 
produced a thriller half so exciting as its 
own history: 

All this has appealed to a new historian 
whose monumenta! work will reach the pub- 
lic this month. He is Terry Ramsaye, ex- 
newspaper man, ex-screen editor and execu- 
tive, who after more than five years of 
painstaking intelligent research, has pro- 
duced a two-volume work which bears the 
title, “‘A Million and One Nights,”’ with the 
sub-title, ‘The History of the Motion Pic- 
ture.’ So there may be no misunderstand- 
ing. it may be said that the new edition’will 
be of de luxe quality and sell for $75 a set. 
A popular edition at $10 will come in the 
early fall. As a guarantee of its authentici- 


J UDGED by any standard, that was an 


ty, Thomas A. Edison will autograph the 
first volume of the 827 sets of the de luxe 
edition. 


Having been trained as a reporter, Mr. 
Ramsaye has written his history as if he 
were on assignment from a city editor, which 
means he has been sparing in adjectives and 
editorial opinion. He went out on his story 
eomething like six years ago, and it led him 
into every part of the United States and 
many out-of-the-way corners of Europe. For 
instance, he found Dickson living in retire- 
ment in France, while he talked with the 
real inventor of instantaneous photography 
down on Cape Cod. He had the advantage 
over the typical historian in that he was 
able to talk with many of the men who as- 
sisted at the birth, training and development 
of the art, and in addition he had free ac- 
cess to court and corporation records, let- 
ters and original papers with the ink still 
wet on them. 

Properiy to introduce his subject, Mr. 
Ramsaye, saying the motion picture really 
Was several centuries overdue, traces the 
picture idea of man from Aristotle to Edi- 
son. He telle of the camera obscura, the 
magic lantern, the whirling disks of Stamfer 
of Vienna, the spinning coin of Sir John 
Herachel, but he makes the invention or 
discovery of the camera by Daguerre, the 
Frenchman, in 1829. an important step. The 
discovery of wet-plate photography in 1869 
was another. 


discovery of John D. Isaacs, a young 

civil engineer, working for Leland 
Stanford in 1872. Mr. Stanford made a 
$26,000 bet that artists were wrong in 
their pictures of horses in motion. He 
commissioned one Eadweard Muybridge, 
a San Francisco photographer, who sub- 
sequently received the glory, to catch 
a trotting horse in motion by a bat- 
tery of cameras. Muybridge failed. Isaacs, 
who was an early amateur photogra- 
pher, found that the existing lens shutters 
were too slow for the work, so he attached 
rubber bands with a 100-pound pull to the 
shutters. These gave a speed of 1-2000th of

a second and ‘stopped’ the motion of the 
trotter when released by threads stretched 
across the track. Stanford won his bet. 
Muybridge, who was the photographer, won 
the fame. 


Mr. Isaacs went on about his profession, 
attaining fame and fortune, and seldom re- 
ferred to the incident. It was not long be- 
fore the battery of cameras gave way to one 
camera for instantaneous work, and a spring 
took the place of the rubber band. That 
subsequently made the kodak. 


Edison obtained his kinetoecope patent 
for the United States in 1891.

Among them was a young dancer 
named Dennis. She is now Ruth St. Denis. 
The first motion picture theater was 
opened April 14, 1894, at No. 1185 Broad- 
way, New York. It had ten kinetoscopes in 
it. That same year Edison tried to get a 
vague, shadowy little story made.

Some person, whose anonymity shut him 
out of undying fame, took a peep at Dolorita 
at Atlantic City. Undoubtedly he took his 
time to it, for very promptly he wrote the 
authorities in terms which are used on oc- 
casion to this day, condemning the influence 
of this atrocious dance on the youth of the 
land, on the home and the fireside. The 
upshot was that the concessionaire notified 
the New York office, “Send me another 
film; the police say that Dolorita’s dance is 
too strong.” 

The motion pictures were getting in their 
stride as early as 1896. The Fitzsimmons- 
Maher fight was taken down on the Mexican

border, and a year later, in 1897, the Cor- 
bett-Fitzsimmons fight at Reno was success- 
fully filmed. It contained 13,000 feet of 
film, and was shown at the old Academy of 
Music, the first special showing of a picture, 
by the way. In August, 1896, the first news 
reel Was made and exploited by Joseph D. 
Baucus and Frank Maguire of London and 
New York. 

In 1897 one Alexander F. Vietor, a Scan- 
dinavian magician, billed as ‘‘The Great Vic- 
tor,’’ opened the first motion picture theater 
with 200 chairs in it. This was in Newark, 
New Jersey, and admission was 26 cents. 


"Tne Spanish-American War gave the 
motion picture a great {mpetus. It was 
the camera’s first chance to get real 
action. The newly formed Vitagraph 
Company came out with a picture en- 
titled, ‘“‘Tearing Down the Spanish Flag." 


In Chicago Spoor and Armat showed the de- 


struction of Cervera’s fleet. The only trouble 
about both of them was they were fakes. 
The ‘Tearing’’ took place in a Brooklyn, 
New York, lot and the fleet destroyed was 
model size, maneuvered in a washtub. This 
was the day of the film pirate, the duper 
and counterfeiter. If anybody made a good 
picture it was promptly pirated. The lure 
of great money had brought into the fleld 
a horde of conscienceless men to whom noth- 
ing was sacred. The story of the crucifixion 
was made about that time and promptly 
copied to be sold ‘‘underground.”’ 

“The Life of an <American Fireman,” 
which came along about 1902, wes another 
milestone. It utilized the cutback, the 
ecreen’s big situation, for it showed a child 
in a burning house and depicted the brave

firemen on the way. ‘‘The Great American 
Train Robbery” was the first outdoor fea- 
ture. It was taken over on the Jersey flats. 

Adolph Zukor, a fur merchant of Chicago, 
came to New York in 1903 to collect $3000 
owed him by a man who had a penny arcade 
in Fourteenth street. He met Marcus Loew, 
who had gone into the same business. Both 
were attracted and remained in it. Zukor 
is now head of the Famous Players-Lasky 
Company, the most powerful factor in the 
field, and Loew, as head of the Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer Company, disputes with him for 
the supremacy. 


ARL LAEMMLE, a clothing store 
Cc clerk of Oshkosh, Wisconsin, went to 
Chicago and consulted with Rob- 
ert Cochrane, a young advertising so0- 


licitor, about the new amusement. He 
opened a theater at No. $09 Milwaukee 
avenue, on February 24, 1906. Six 


months later he was running film exchanges 
and selling prints to other exhibitors. Later 
he came East to organize the independents 
to fight the allied Edison and other patents. 
The Universal Pictures was the outcome of 
that, and Laemmle, with Cochrane, made a 
great fortune. 

Larfy Griffith, a young actor with literary 
ambitions, off the road and resting, sold a 
film stenario of “La Tosca’ to Edison in 
1907 and landed a small part in one of the 
other films. Later he went over to Bio- 
graph, and much againet his will was made 
a director. He was doing fairly well two 
years later when Gladys Smith, a child ac- 
tress, appealed to him for a part and Griffith 
gave her a job. She is now Mary Pickford, 
and around her subsequently revolved much 
of the romance of the screen. About that 


time at Biograph there was a lanky extra 
named Mack Sennett. He developed diree- 
torial ambitions, comedy preferred, and had 
the idea that he could get some fun out of 
@ squad of policemen. About that time a 
young dress model, Mabel Normand, got a 
job with Vitagraph. So did a fat comedian 
named John Bunny, a little girl named Nor- 
ma Talmadge and several more who have 
since attained film fame. 


Charles Chapman, a London acrobat, 
caine to America with ‘“‘A Night in a Muste 
Hall.’ He played a drunk who was all the 
time threatening to fall out of a box. He 
was getting $40 a week. A film man named 
Kessel told him he could get $75 or $100 in 
the movies, and Chapman refused because of 
its uncertainty. When the act reached Los 
Angeles, discovered by the film world about 
1902, Sennett gave Chapman a tryout in 
one of his comedies with policemen in it. 


Later the name was changed to Charlie: 


Chaplin. 


Two Italian films, “Quo Vadis” and 
“Cabiria,”” shown around 1912 and 1913, 
revolutionized the exhibition of pictures, and 
Griffith with his ‘Birth of a Nation” in 1915 
set a new mark for America. Thereafter the 
industry began to get standardized. Pro- 


ducers began to buy theaters and theatrical 


men began to buy producing companies. 
New blood came rapidly into the business, 
both in the business and the acting ends. 
Stars came from nowhere almost overnight. 
And directors who were to achieve, fame 
stepped from behind counters or the office 
desk.

Were Not Enough, 


So They Adopted 


Seventeen More 
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The Unusual Story of an Arkansas StreetCCar Motorman 


Who Has Specialized in Youngsters.

ORT SMITH, Ar- 
kansas. — One by 
one the fledgelings 
have left the old 
nest, the eleven 
children who were 
born to Mr. and 
Mrs. J. M. C. Woods 
and 16 of the 17 
youngsters they 
have adopted in the 
347 years of their 
Only Freddie, aged § months, 
remains. He is an adopted child. ‘‘There 
is no fool like an old fool,’ says J. M. C. 
Woods, looking with pride upon the bors, 
and then. also with pride, into the face of 
his good wife. “I guess we're two old 
foola about that boy.” 

Almost from the day they were married 
Woods and his wife have had children about 
them. That wedding occurred on August 
25, 1879, at Princeton, Indiana. Sarah 
Baugh, the bride, was very young. Thirteen 
years of age, she had been playing with dolls 
until shortly before the wedding. It had 
become a habit. Within six months she had 
adopted a doll—a real live baby, and that 


married life. 


was the first of the 17 adopted ones. Her 
own 11 children caine later. 
And John M. C. Woods was almost as 


young as the child-bride he led to the 
altar. Sixteen, he was. He wouldn't think 
of admitting his youth, of course. A strap- 
ping lad, full of determination to win. Fate 
hadn't been so kind as to provide the young 
husband with an education. He had to 
hew that out, rough carve it from chunks 
of experience. 

Determination, a strong body, a shrewd 
common-sense, the gift of thrift, and simple 
tastes, these were his equipment for life's 
battle—these and the love of his wife. 

He had shoulders that were made for 
Carrying trouble. Though broad, they are 
bent now, as the back of his wife ts bent 
under the burdens of a family of more than 
28 children. For, though the Woodses had 
11 children of their own and adopted 17 
more, they also have given a home, for a 
month, for a year, for three or four years 
if need be, to several] other youngsters. 

“But they didn’t stay with us long,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Woods, speaking of some of 
these, whose names have been mentioned 
casually as being with them for two or three 
years, “so, you see, they don’t rightfully 


_ count as being adopted.” 


HEN he married, John M. C. 
W wrooe hadn’t any trade, so he 

grew to manhood “turning a hand 
at anything.”” With the result that he 
is by way of being carpenter and cook, 
farmer and contractor, railroad grader 
and street-car motorman. The last is 
the job that is his now. At 63 he stands 


on the platform of one of Fort Smith’s Fifth 
street cars from 2 p. m. till midnight. When 
there were conductors on the cars Woods 
had a day run. Then the force was lopped 
off by half by the Fort Smith street railway. 
And John Woods’ eight years on the job 


put him so far down in the list of seniority 
that: ‘I expect I'll have to die on this 
midnight run,” he says. . 

Where do these children come from? Any- 
where. Somebody advertised Freddie for 
adoption. Mr. and Mrs. Woods only had 
Stella in their home then. So Mrs. Woods 
went for Freddie. He's the brightest of all 
their boys and girls, they say, and he’s go- 
ing to have a great future. Already Freddie 
has picked out a profession. He's going to 
be a dentist. Dr. L. F. Davis pulled a lot of 
Freddie's baby teeth and found a silver dol- 
lar at the root of each of them. The wonder 
in the boy's soul was reflected in the boy's 
wide blue eyes, the determination behind 
his furrowed brow in the thrust of his chin. 
From that first sitting with the dentist Fred- 
die shaped his own career. At the age of 
eight years he goes to Dr. Davis’ office every 
Saturday to learn how to do things around 
the laboratory and to usher patients in. 
Some day he, too, will wield a forceps and 
find silver dollars at the roots of baby 
teeth. Meantime the dollars that came 
from his jaw are the nucleus about which 
he will build the fund which is to send 
him to a dental college. 


O BOY is happier. Everything he 
N wants he has, squirrels, guinea pigs. 

carrier pigeons, a wagon, a bicycle, an 
automobile, a phonograph, a piano, a great 
swing, a trapeze and rings so he can have 
a circus. These are not tors. They are 
real. So is his camera. Freddie, when 
Christmas came last year, could think of 
only one thing that he wanted. 

‘‘*S horse and buggy,’ he said. And the 
doting old people bought him a horse and 
buggy. 

But the experiment wasn't a success. Mr. 
Woods has his cows to look after, and his 
garden, and Mrs. Woods the canary birds 
and pigeons and the guinea pigs and the 
equirrel. Freddie was too small to help 
with the horse. So that it didn’t have the 
care it should have had. The animal got 
so it looked frowsy, ill kept. 

That was too much for Mr. Woods. “If 
I can't keep stock and keep it right I won't 
keep it,’ he explained. The horse was sold 
and the money was added to the fund that 
was started with the dentist's silver dollars 
—the fund that will some day send the boy 
to school. 

Though their home for almost 60 years 
has been a sort of orphanage, the Woodses 
have never received a cent of outside help. 
What they have done they have done giadly, 
willingly and all alone. 

Mary, William, Sarah, Mattie, Otis, Odie, 
Charles, Harvey, Jessie, Ray and Maggie-— 
these were the children Mrs. Woods bore her 
husband. Some of them are dead now. The 
others are grown. There are grandchildren 
older than is little Freddie, now the last 
fledgeling in the old nest. And Edith, Ken- 
neth, Raymond, Henderson, John, Earl, 
Stella, Bertha, Bernard, Pansy, Francis, 
Nellie, Opal, Florence, Rosie Lee, Jewell, 
and Freddie—these are the adopted ones: 
the young folks who found a refuge in the 
J. M. C. Woods home. 

Sometimes they found a home there be- 
cause there was no other place to take them. 
Their stepmother brought Pansy and Hazel 
one day five years ago. Mrs. Woods, who 
suffers excruciatingly from rheumatism and 
is forced to spend much of her time in bed, 
was under a physician's care. 

“I want you to take these children,” said 
the stepmother. 

Mrs. Woods’ physician was there. ‘Mrs. 
Woods simply cannot take them,” he said. 
“I won't permit it. I won't be responsible.” 

The sick woman would not hear to send- 
ing the babes away. But she did send them 


to the home of one of her married daugh- 
ters for a short time. After she was able 
to get about she brought them back to her 
own home, there they stayed untl!l] Christ- 
mas, 1926, when their father came and took 
them. 

And there was another Maggie, not Mrs. 
Woods’ own daughter of that name, nor yet 
included in the list of adopted ones which 
is given above, whose mother died at birth 
and whose father brought her to the Woods 
home a tiny sufferer from powder burns, for 
one of the other children in the family had 
thrown a sack of gunpowder in the open 
fireplace, causing an explosion in which the 
infant child was hurt. Mrs. Woods hardly 
believed the little one could live through 
the night. And next morning, going out 
into the hills nearby, dug white sumac root, 
with which she made a salve to heal the 


fhortiy after, and Capps struggled along 
as best he might with his brood of six, 
living in a three-roomed miner's cabin, 
working when there was work, preaching at 
the neighborhood Sunday services. A stern 
man. Undemonsatrative. 

On December 18, 1912, two years after 
the death of his wife, Capps’ home at Jenny 
Lind burned. Two of his daughters, Rose 
and Priscilla, were burned to death. Mack, 
Aa son, was 80 badly burned he died in a 
hospital. Ellis, another boy, had his ears 
burned off in the fire. Stella, a baby girl, 
Was rescued, as was her 15-year-old sister, 
Bertha. Immediately after the fire, Bertha 
rushed to the home of W. R. Booth, Justice 
of the Peace, who lived a mile away, and 
with whose son, Marion, she was ‘keeping 
company.” When her father came bringing 
the baby Stella, she repulsed him. ‘‘I don’t

And once, with the coming of three chil- 
dren to their home, Mr. and Mrs. Woods 
entered upon an adventure which saved a 
man from hanging. 

That man was Marion Capps, a preacher 
and a coal miner at Jenny Lind, Arkansas, 
a coal mining town not far from Fort Smith. 

J. M. C. Woods, who was farming then, 
had met Mrs. Capps in the store at Jenny 
Lind ard admired the baby in her arms. 
“You have plenty of children, let me have 
that,”’ he said. 

“She seemed almost to debate the ques- 
tion in her mind,” he said. “Then she an- 
ewered, slowly, ‘No, but if anything ever 
happens, I want you to take it.’”’ She died

You tried to kill 
us children.’’ Then she told, as she told 
later on the witnesa stand, that her father 
had tied his children all in bed, saturated 
the beds with coal oil and then set the place 
ablaze. 

There came near a lynching at Jenny Lind 
that night.

He was con- 
fused-and doubly so when Ellis, the boy who 
was burned, later corroborated his sister's 
tale, saying that about midnight he had 
been awakened when his father poured 
something cold upon him and then told him 
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have been

to lie down.and sleep. He escaped from the 
flames, he said, and then his father ‘‘told 
me if I didn’t go back there after the little 
ones he would tie my hands and feet and 
throw me in and finish burning me wp.” 

Flames and the shrieks aroused the neigh- 
bors. There had been liquor in one party 
that came rushing to the scene. The charge 
of the girl, the corroboration of the boy, the 
helplessness of Capps, all enraged them. And 
J. M. Dolan, one of the men who came, saw, 
or thought he saw, what appeared to have 
been the ashes of a rope across the throats 
of the two charred bodies that were dragged 
from the ruins on a bedspring. He turned 
to Capps: 

“If I knew positive that you done this,”’ 
Dolan said, ‘I would pitch you head first 
into that fire; you are a preacher of the 
gospel and have read in the Book where it 
says, ‘Honest confession is good for the 
eoul.’ Make an honest confession. Hold 
up your hand and swear whether you did or 
did not.’’ 

And Capps started to hold up his hand, 
as Dolan told the story later, and only an- 
swered, ‘‘I I I’ and F. A. Wigging- 
ton, another of the party, told Dolan he had 
no right to swear the man. 


Lind, arrested Capps that night. It 
was well. Otherwise the man might 
lynched. His exclamation of 
‘*I-_-I—I'"’ served but to reinforce the evi- 
dences pointing to his guilt. And Capps 
knew his danger. ‘‘He told me two or three 
times before we left that he would like to 
get started soon, and he asked me to whip 
the mare to make her trot faster. He didn't 
want to be overtaken. He seemed afraid 
someone was coming after him,” Wigging- 
ton said. 


They brought the accused man to Fort 
Smith for safekeeping, though Jenny Lind 
ia the Greenwood court district of Sebastian 
County. And when he got there he sent 
word to J. M. C. Woods, and Mrs. Woods 
went to see him. 

“IT want you to take my daughter Stella,”’ 
he said to her. “My wife told your husband 
once she wanted you to have her.” 

“And I said to him,’ says Mrs. Woods, 
**T can’t take into my home, Mr. Capps, the 
children of a murderer.’ 

“*They’re not,’ he said, ‘the children of 
a murderer. I swear before God that I am 
innocent.’ 

“And I looked into his eyes,’’ continued 
Mra. Woods, “and I believed him.” 

So she went down to the orphans’ home 
to get little Stella. She ended by taking 
Bertha, the 16-year-old girl, and Ellis, the 
boy whose ears had been burned off, also 
to her home. 

Marion Capps had once been insane; had 
become mad over the subject of religion. 
That was back in Alabama, many years be- 
fore. Now, in the prison at Fort Smith, 
he appeared to have periods of insanity. 
Many people scoffed at these as shamming. 
Even in the trial of Marion Capps, a trial 
at the end of which he was sentenced to 
death, Dr. Hugh Johnston testified that “‘in 
the light of my experience a man 37 years 
of age, a laborer, without means, of nervous 
temperament, a preacher with a religious 
turn who had once been so insane as to 
necessitate a guard, if he lbset his wife and 
his children were left in his care, the while 
he continued working and constantly study- 
ing the Bible and religion, if such a man. 
I should say, in the dead of night, should 
deliberately tie his children to their beds 
and burn the house down, causing the death 
of three, without a motive being shown, he 
would be insane.”’ 

“If he did it, he was crasy,” argued the 
lawyers. 

“But he didn’t do it,” answered Mrs. 
Woods.

had employed one of the jawyers for Capps. 
She watched with anxiety every movement 
in the drama of the courtroom. She learned 
of the Court's sentence, and she heard 
friends tell of the gallows they were erecting 
to hang Marion Capps.

She began 
to cross-question Bertha. ‘I heard your fa- 
ther saturated your clothing and bed with 
oil?"

She is the last of the 
adopted ones to leave the old nest.

TRETCHED out on cots, their feet 

thrust into specially constructed 

cages filled with germ-infected mos- 

quitoes, 64 soldiers in the Philip- 

pine Islands, states a recent Gov- 

ernment report, have voluntarily 
endangered their lives and suffered the hor- 
rors of dengue, or “breakbone’”’ fever, so 
army surgeons could study the disease under 
ideal conditions. 

The result was that the cause of this 
dread disease which attacks every resident 
of tropical countries has been discovered 
aud preventive precautions can now  0»be 
taken which will protect our soldiers in the 
Philippines and our citizens in the Southern 
States. Until the dangerous experiment was 
finished it was not known exactly what 
particular type of mosquito carried the den- 
gue germ. Now the offcunder las been 
caught and found guilty It is none othcr 
than the female Aedes Acxypti or Aedes 
(‘olopus, also the carricr of the devastating 
sellow fever germ. 

Dengue fever is nore than a name in our 
Southern States. in 1922 at least 200,000 
persons in Florida, \labama, Arkansas, Mis- 
sisseppi Georsin, Louisiana, Texas and 
South Carolins suffered from this disease, 
according to the United States Public Health 
Service. At that time it was known that 
mosquitecs carried the fever germ but it 
had nut been determined whether the dis- 
enec, which started in Florida and swept 
westward and northward, was carried by 
the yellow fever mosquito or the common 
rainwater-barrel variety. Commenting on 
the spread of the epidemic, Dr. L. O. How- 
ard, chief of the Agriculture Department 
Bureau of Entomology, declared: ‘It is al- 
most incredible that such a thing could have 
happened at that time.”’ 


At present, however, there is no excuse 
whatever for an epidemic as the experiments 
with the brave volunteers in the Philippines 
have proved that the disease can be pre- 
vented or, once it gets a foothold, that it 
can be controlled. 


To show what the volunteers suffered 
as they lay on their cots In the army’ hos- 
pitals, it is necessary to know what dengue 
fever is. Following is the Government's 
definition: 


“T) ENGUE, sometimes in the Bouth 


called ‘breakbone’ fever, is a 

specific fever of warm  coun- 
vccurring usually as aie rapidly 
spreading epidemic, characterized by a 
suddenly developed primary fever of 
about three days’ duration, succeeded by a 
quiescent period, and this again by a mild- 
er secondary fever accompanied by erup- 
tions. Severe pains of a rheumatic sem- 
blance are prominent symptoms. In its 
active form the disease lasts about a week, 
and is attended by little mortality.”’ 

The experiments in the Philippines were 
conducted by Lieutenant-Colone!

the -Philippines is infected some time or 
othef, so humanity owes almost as great a 
debt to the Philippine volunteers as it does 
to those who risked their lives that yellow 
fever might be cast out of all civilized com- 
munities. 

In the bistory of the experiments, Colonel 
Siler does not give a complete roster of 
the men who offered themselves to the serv- 
fte of science and humanity. They were 
commended, however, by a special order of 
the Commanding General of the Philippine 
forces at the conclusion of the ordeal. 


AINS were taken at the start of 
Px. experiments to obtain men who 


had not suffered from this fever. Men 


with perfect army health records who 
had lately arrived on the islands were 
given preference. It was asatated that 


this was done for two reasons—first, be- 
cause experimentation was desired on ‘first 
cases’; and second, because, as noted be- 
fore, the men would eventually get the fever 
if they stayed on the islands. 

When the men volunteered, they were told 
what. they should expect. The following 
typical case reveals that the men who of- 
fered themselves to the bites of the infect- 
ed mosquitoes possessed as much if not 
more courage than the men who, in the 
time of war enthusiasm, offered to recon- 
nolter in No-Man’s Land under fire of the 
enemy. 

UD UE UW, private, 
Hospital Corpse, U. S. Army. This man had 
been on duty in the Division Hoepital for 
several weeks, and as no case of dengue 
fever had occurred in the hospital, had not 
been exposed to the disease, so far as we 
could determine. On September i2, the 
man being in good health, he was placed 
under a mosquito net with mosquitoes that 
had bitten case 88 ° °* °©* on the night 
of September 11. Case 88. was suffering 
at the time from a typical case of dengue. 
Case 11 was not bitten by mosquitoes until 
the night of the 13th, and developed no 
symptoms until the night of the 17th, but 
upon reference to his chart it will be seen 
that he had fever for nearly 24 hours be- 
fore he noticed any symptoms. If we as- 
sume the period of incubation to be the 
period intervening between the 13th, the 
Bight upon which he was first bitten, and 
the 16th, when he had his first rise in tem- 
perature, the incubation period would be 
about three days and one-half. However. 
if we assume the disease to have commenced 
when he first noticed symptoms—that is. 
on the evening of the seventeenth—the in- 
cubation period would be a little over four 
days. The following is a summary of his 
clinical condition:

mained in this position for as long as 24 
hours in some instances. Usually, however, 
he suffered the discomfort of the mosquito 
bites only long enough for the mosquitoes 
to satisfy their thirst. An extended stom- 
ach was the standard used to judge when 
the mosquitoes had finished their exposure. 


HE infected carriers were then used 
on the uninfected volunteers. In 


some instances they were allowed 
to bite the prospective patients imme- 
diately after they had bitten the fever- 
stricken patient. Sometimes they were 
isolated for a day before being used 
in the exposure. sometimes two days, 


three days and the like. In this way, the 
army surgeons discovered that about ten 
days were needed for the incubation of the 
germ within the mosquito. 

The necessity for a large supply of mos- 
guitoes was shown in the following com- 
ment in Colonel Siler’s report: ‘‘In the early 
stages of the work only 10 or 15 female 
mosquitoes were allowed to bite patients 
with dengue for the purpose of infecting 
the insects but we soon learned that if the 
necessary lots were to be held for long 
periods of time, it was necessary to increase 
the number materially to make up for the 
losses due to natural death and to acciden- 
tal death from crushing.’ © 

Although great care was taken in hand- 
ling the insects, the ubiquitous mosquitoes 
found a way to slip through the many 
kuards set up against them. Both Colonel 
and another officer named Rhodes 
were infected during the experiments. If

Following 
is a summary of their advice to persons in 
epidemic regions: ; 

1. Persons with dengue should remain 
under a mosquito netting for the first three 
days of their illness. 

2. Non-infected persons should use mos- 
quito nets at night and during their after- 
noon siestas. 

3. Houses in which secondary cases of 
dengue exist should not be visited. 

4. When dengue exists in a house, the 
householder shouid make unusual efforts to 
destroy all mosquitoes about the place by 
swatting, trapping, spraying and the like. 


H OUSEHOLDERS, said the surgeons, 


5. Householders should not let water 
stand about the premises. 
In the military establishment, the sur- 


geons declared, effective steps can be taken 
to reduce the danger of disease to a min- 
imum. Inasmuch as the Aedes is the car- 
rier of the dreaded yellow fever germ, com- 
manders of military posts in the tropical 
countries have already accomplished much 
by improving the sanitary conditions and 
have protected their men by screens. 

Justification for the asking of volunteers 
was found »>y the surgeons in the fact that 
dengue fever is one of the four most im- 
portant causes of sickness in American 
troops on duty in the Philippines, and oc- 
casionally the leading cause. They believed 
that any evidence that could be obtained 
relative to the mechanism of its transmis- 
sion by mosquitoes could be applied prac- 
tically in its prevention. 

Further than this, they felt that since 
under existing conditions a large propor- 
tion of American troops arriving in the 
Philippines contract dengue fever soon aftér 
their arrival, the production of dengue ex- 
perimentally was merely anticipating the 
natural course of events. 

The third point was that, though many 
thousands of cases of dengue have occurred 
among the American troops in the Philip 
pines during the past twenty years, no pefr- 
son has died of the disease. 

These points were stressed in a letter the 
surgeons wrote the Commanding General of 
the Philippine Department and he entered 


into hearty co-operation with the scientista — 


The 64 volunteers were obtained from the 
Infantry, Artillery and Hospital branches 
of the army in the isiands, and most of the 
experiments were conducted at the Sterm® 
berg General Hospital, where specially 
screened wards were prepared for the proté 
pective patients. <A large part of the sele® 
tista’ report deale with the elaborate hte 
cautions taken to protect the volusteet 
against everything but the dengue fevet. 

The results of the dengue experimen 
have been too recent for the army officials 
to get a check-back on actual conditions,but 
it is safe to state that as a result of the 
heroie action of the 64 volunteers the sick 
call in the military establishment will be 
cut down enormously and there will be 20 
reason for an epidemic in the Southern 
States similar to the one in 1922 because 
their sacrifice has given science another 
weapon with which to fight disease. 

Thua the army has won another victory 
in peace time. lacking perhaps the dramatic 
gestures of the hattlefield, but tremendour 
ly important in the struggle for health. 

Unfortunately, the Siler report does. not 
go into detail about the suffering of the 
men. Siler himself didn't consider thelr 
act heroic, but more or less a part of the
